Pope John 
Is Honored 


Catholics Note 
Death Anniversary 


Ashville Man 
Victim of 
Crash Injuries 


VATICAN CITY (A P)-Pope 
Paul VI led the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church today in homage to 
Pope John XXIII on the first an­ 
niversary of his deatn. 
The pontiff descended into the 
crypt beneath St. Peter’s Basi­ 
lica to celebrate a memorial 
Mass before the flower-decked 
tomb of Pope John. Then he 
knelt for several minutes in si­ 
lent prayer. 
A succession of Masses fol­ 
lowed before the tomb. One was 
celebrated by Msgr. Loris Capo- 
villa, who was Pope John’s pri 
vate secretary. 
Pilgrims 
by 
the 
thousands 
thronged to the pope’s birth­ 
place in the north Italian moun 
tains. A petition with 50,000 sig­ 
natures, asking the start of a 
beatification 
cause 
for 
Pope 
John, was brought to Bishop 
Clemente Gaddi of the Bergamo 
diocese, which includes Sotto ii 
Monte. 
Beatification is the first step 
toward possible sainthood. 
It was at dusk last June 3 that 
Pope John died at the age of 81 
after four days of agony from 
a stomach tumor. 
He had reigned less than five 
years, but the work he began— 
the renewal and transition of 
Roman Catholicism—lives on. 
Few popes in the Church’s 
nearly 2,000 years made so pro­ 
found an impression. 
He summoned the Ecumenical 
Council to let the fresh air of 
modern times into the Church. 
He hoped renewal of the Church 
would help the growing move­ 
ment toward Christian unity. 
Through word and deed he 
showed himself an unconvention 
a1 pope. He ventured freely from 
the Vatican. He received a top 
Communist in private audience, 
Soviet 
Premier 
Khrushchev’s 
nephew Alexei Adzhubei. 
He 
said in his encyclical “Peace on 
Earth’’ that in certain situations 
Catholics and Communists could 
work together for the common 
good of man. 
This brought him criticism, 
particularly in Italy after the 
Communist party made strong 
gains in a general election. But 
Pope John once said the pope 
had to be a father to all.

Democrats 
outvoted

cans 919,179 to 815,146 in Ohio’s 
May 5 primary elections, the 
official canvass showed today.

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Jacl 
Ruby’s third chief defense coun­ 
sel, 
legal-medical expert Dr. 
Hubert Winston Smith, has re­ 
signed to return to teaching at 
the University of Texas Law 
School. 
Another defense lawyer, Phil 
Burleson, announced the action 
Tuesday and said he and Joe 
TonahiU will carry on the legal 
battle for Ruby, convicted of 
slaying Lee Harvey Oswald, ac­

“ We do not anticipate any 
new attorney in the case and do

Smith was not present Mon­ 
day wnen Burleson and Tonahill 
conferred with Judge Joe Brown 
about Ruby’s mental condition. 
They contend he has become in­ 
sane since his March 14 convic­ 
tion and sentencing to death. 
Burleson said Smith felt he 
should return to teaching “to 
sustain himself and his family.” 
He had accepted the case with 
out a fee. University regents 
ruled Smith must take a leave 
of absence without pay while 
working on the Ruby case. 
Ruby’s original chief lawyer 
was fiery Melvin Belli of San 
Francisco, who was dismissed 
after the trial for remarks about 
the jury and Dallas. 
His replacement, Percy Fore­ 
man of Houston, quit after four 
days over what he called a dis­ 
agreement with Ruby’s family.

US. Might Is Aimed at 'Ending Conflict' 


NEW LONDON, Conn. (AP)— 
President Johnson said today 
the United States is stronger 
militarily “than any adversary 
or combination of adversaries” 
but “the staggering strength is 
not to destroy but to save, not 
to put an end to civilization but 
to put an end to conflict.” 
In a speech prepared for grad­ 
uation exercises at the Coast 
Guard Academy, Johnson pre­ 
dicted 
that 
this 
country’s 
atrength will continue to grow 
more rapidly than the might of 
all others. 


“Our adversaries, convinced 
that direct attack would be aim­ 
less, now resort to terror, sub­ 
version and guerilla warfare,” 
Johnson said. 
He told the cadets that Amer­ 
icans share responsibility “not 
only for our own security but 
for the security of all free na­ 
tions, not only for our own so­ 
ciety but for an entire civiliza­ 
tion, not only for our own lib­ 
erty but for the hopes of all hu­ 
manity.” 
“In pursuit of such responsi­ 
bilities, 
national 
security 
re­ 


quires 
more 
than 
national 
strength,” Johnson said. 
“It requires, first of all, a na­ 
tion dedicated to justice and the 
improvement of life for its own 
people. It requires a nation de­ 
termined to help other elim­ 
inate the despair and human de­ 
gradation on which the enemies 
of freedom feed. It requires a 
nation devoted, through speech 
and deed, to showing those who 
may grow weary of will, or fear­ 
ful of the future that the cause 
of human dignity is on the 
march, its shadow is lingering, 


and victory is moving nearer. 
“ But our hope our success in 
the aims of peace rests also on 
the strength of our arms. 
“We, as well as our adversar­ 
ies, must stand in awe before 
the power our craft has created 
and our wisdom must labor to 
control. 
“In every area of national 
strength 
America 
today 
is 
stronger than it ever has been 
before. It is stronger than any 
adversary or combination of ad 
versaries. It is stronger than the 
combined might of all the na­ 


tions in 
the 
history 
of 
the 
world.” 
In predicting this country’s 
strength will continue to grow 
more rapidly than that of all 
others, Johnson said the first 
area of increasing strength must 
be our ability to deter atomic 
destruction. 
“In the past three years we 
have increased our nuclear pow­ 
er on alert two and one-half 
times, and our nuclear superior­ 
ity will continue to grow until 
we reach agreement on arms 
control.”

It seems wise to have liver 
profile and blood count studies 
done only at the intervals sug­ 
gested by the physician who has 
followed the nature and the 
cause of the hepatitis. 
Periodic check-ups are an ex­ 
cellent investment in s u stain­ 
ed health and productivity. Un­ 
fortunately, the anxiety of some 
patients induces them to have 
too many repeated examina­ 
tions because of their exagger­ 
ated fears of non-existent dis­ 
eases. 


When Fidel Castro goes, and 
the various anti - Castro Cuban 
factions begin their post-revolu­ 
tionary struggle to reconstitute 
the fabric of Cuban life, th e 
world should benefit from th e 
fact that all the anti - Castro 
leaders are old-fashioned hu- 
m a n i s t s when it comes to 
respecting the individual. Even 
Ma n u e I Ray, whose econom­ 
ic philosophy hardly differs from 
Castro’s own, cannot stand the 
idea of enforcing economic de­ 
cisions by sending opponents to 
prison or the f i r ing wall. As 
for Manuel Artime, head of the 
Movement for Revolutionary Re­ 
covery and l e a d e r of the ill­ 
fated l a n d i n g at the Bay of 
Pigs, he is that strange thing in 
the modern revolutionary world, 
a Christian who really lives by 
the tenets of his faith. 
I like Artime because he broke 
with Ca s t r o not because Fi­ 
del was a M a r x i s t but be­ 
cause he was a liar. This was 
the action of a human being, 
not an ideologue. When he wa s 
still in the C a s t r o movement, 
Artime was a manager in Or 
iente province for the govern­ 
ment’s National Agrarian Re 
form Institute. At one point he 
was asked to help mislead Cub­ 
an business men about the “peo­ 
ple’s stores” that were being or 
ganized by the Castroites in the 
rural districts. The idea was to 
e a s s u r e the business men 
that the stores would be limited 
to the countryside. But behind 
this mollifying p r o p a g a n 
da there was a plot to use the 
stores as fronts both to control 
the rural zones for Commun­ 
ism, and, later, to push on into 
the cities. 
Artime revolted against th e 
duplicity of the whole business, 
and forthwith wrote a letter of 
resignation to Castro. “Be sin­ 
cere with your people, C a s ­ 
tro”, Artime said. "Tell them 
that all business w i 11 be con­ 
trolled by the s t a t e or will be 
forced towards bankruptcy be­ 
cause of state competition.” As 
for himself, Artime announced 
to C a s t r o that he refused “to 
lie to the men of industry and 
those who dream of investing in 
new industry.” 
The rn i s s ing Alex Rorke, 
an implacable enemy of Castro 
who disappeared with his plane 
in the Caribbean region last 
September, used to sh a k e his 
head over Artime, saying he 
didn’t know how to fight. May­ 
be so. But it was the CIA that 
botched the Bay of Pigs invasion 
not the A r t i m e leadership, if 
Haynes Johnson’s new book, 
‘The Bay of Pigs: the Leaders’ 
Story of Brigade 2506,” is accu­ 
rate. For that matter, the Rev­ 
erend Jose Marti, who sparked 
the 
Cuban 
rebellion 
against 
Spain in the eighteen nineties, 
was no military genius, either 
Yet Marti’s humanistic words 
were what inspired some good 
generals to fight intelligently.

Ohio Expected 
To Set Quarantine 
On Grain Crops 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Extensive action under way to 
•top the spread of the beetles 
—cereal leaf variety—in Ohio is 
aimed at preventing 
serious 
crop damage as has hit neigh­ 
boring Michigan. 
A wide sector of northwest­ 
ern Ohio, taking in most of 14 
counties, already is under quar­ 
antine and a hearing is slated 
for June 30 which will place the 
rest of the state under quaran­ 
tine as a means to protecting 
the 
state’s 
threatened 
grain 
crops. 
Placing the sfiate’s grain crops 
under quarantine 
allows 
the 
State Agriculture Department 
much closer control than nor 
mally is possible. Agriculture 
Director John Stackhouse ex­ 
plained that only certain areas 
of the state will be closely regu­ 
lated even after the 
entire 
state is quarantined. 
But he said that the quaran­ 
tine action is being taken be­ 
cause any area of the state can 
be regulated under it if neces­ 
sary. 
Otherwise, long, involved ac­ 
tion is necessary to place an 
area under quarantine, he said, 
“and if it isn’t begun until the 
beetle is discovered, the insect 
could take hold.’* 
Stackhouse emphasized that 
Hie actions beimg taken are 
mainly precautionary, but he 
said that if they are not taken 
now serious crop loss and eco­ 
nomic damage is imminent. He 
said the beetle has been known 
to move 50 to 60 miles at a 
time. 
The beetle, which has been a 
pest for years in Europe and 
Africa, was first discovered in 
this country in 1359 in Michi­ 
gan. Stackhouse n o t e d that 
the beetle is one of the reasons 
—“although probably not the 
major one”—for recent wheat 
crop failures in the Soviet Un­ 
ion. The voracious insect is 
nearly a quarter-inch long and 
bas black head and wing covers 
and red body and legs. 
Michigan, which lias been the 
hardest hit, first suffered eco­ 
nomic loss to crops in 1962. 
Since then, it hat! increased 
and in several counties losses of 
from 20 to 50 per cent, which 
means loss of $20 to $30 an acre, 
have been reported. Hardest hit 
has been oat crops. 
Stackhouse said that last year 
many Michigan farmers were 
forced to completely plow un­ 
der their crops which had been 
invaded by millions of the in 
sects. He said in some areas 
as many as 2,000 of the beetles 
can be taken with a single scoop 
of a net. 
Enforcement of tile quaran 
tine is handled by agriculture 
depart rn e n t inspectors 
who 
make spot checks eiliher at the 
boundaries to regulated areas 
or at market outlets, mainly 
grain elevators. 
Trying to transport quaran­ 
tined grains out of the regulated 
area is a violation of the Plant 
Test Act and carries a maxi 
mum fine of $1,000 anet jail term 
of 90 days.

Foreign Language 


In Grades Rapped 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Two 
Cincinnati school officials, in a 
report to the Board of Educa­ 
tion, say it is impractical to 
teach foreign languages to ele­ 
mentary pupils. 
Superintendent Wendell Pierce 
and Robert P. Curry, associate 
superintendent, gave these rea­ 
sons to the board Monday: 
Cost of hiring and training 
teachers. 
There is no “un - used time 
lying around” for such instruc­ 
tion. 
Lack of interest of pupils to 
continue studying the languages. 
More time is needed for ef­ 
fective teaching and learning in 
the traditional language arts. 


Bradley wrote in his book, ' 
Soldier’s Story.” 
New recognition of Rudder, 
now president of Texas A&M 
University and a Reserve ma­ 
jor general, will come Friday

He is in the delegation 
headed by Gen. Bradley and 
appointed by President Johnson 
to attend ceremonies in France. 
To prepare his troops, Rudder 
trained them on the stony cliffs 
of the Isle of Wight. Ropes with 
grappling hooks 
and ladders 
carried by amphibious trucks 
were to be used in scaling the 
Normandy 
cliffs. The trucks 
proved useless. 
“As 
Rudder 
closed 
in 
on 
Pointe du hoe, enemy artillery 
raked his landing craft,” Brad­ 
ley wrote. 
As the Rangers went up the 
ropes hand over hand, the en­ 
emy dropped grendades on their 
heads. A destroyer raced in and 
swept the top of the cliffs with 
her guns. 
“Within five 
minutes 
after 
they had landed, the first Rang­ 
er had bellied over the top. Sec­ 
onds l a t e r his companions 
swarmed up behind him.” 
Rudder’s boat was the first to 
reach shore, official Army rec­ 
ords show. 
About noon of D-Day, Rudder 
sent this message: 
“Location Pointe du Hoe — 
mission accomplished — need 
ammunition 
a n d 
reinforce­ 
ments. Many casualties.” 
About three hours later came 
a reply: 
“No Reinforcements 
available.” 
Relief came on D-Day plus-2. 
The battalion had suffered more 
than 50 per cent casualties and 
Rudder h i m s e l f had been 
wounded three times. 
Rudder received decorations 
from three countries, including 
the itDsinguished Service Gross, 
the United States’ second high­ 
est award for individual valor. 
He later commanded an in­ 
fantry regiment which helped 
repulse the last major offensive 
of the Germans, the Battle of 
the Bulge.

And what does the academy 
get? 
More than 90 per cent of the 
successful 
applicants 
come 
from the top quarter—academ­ 
ically — of their high school 
classes. Sixty per cent or bet­ 
ter stand in the top IO per 
cent. Only rarely does a suc­ 
cessful applicant come from the 
lower half of his high school 
class. 
Surprisingly, the high educa­ 
tional caliber of the applicants 
is considered a problem of sorts

LONDON (AP)—Queens rule 
nations, but princes rule royal 
homes. 
At least that’s the way it is 
with a pair of the world’s best 
known princes—Bernhard of the 
Netherlands and Philip of Brit­ 
ain. 
Eleven years ago, Bernhard 
gave the following advice to his 
friend Philip: 
“ To succeed as both husband 
and subject, I believe you need 
a tightrope w alker’s sense of 
balance and an understanding 
wife. In the nation it is my wife 
who rules. In my home it is I.” 
Prince Bernhard, the husband 
of Queen Juliana, gave the ad­ 
vice to the husband of Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1953, shortly be- j 
fore her coronation. The prince 
of the Nethelands volunteered it 
in an interview with a former 
Dutch court reporter, Donald 
Canter. 
There is nothing to suggest 
that Prince Philip doesn’t follow 
the advice. There is, however, a 
slight 
suspicion 
that 
Prince 
Philip doesn’t have his way all 
the time. 


Lord Kinross has said that 
Queen Elizabeth once asked a 
woman friend: “ What do you do 
when your husband wants some­ 
thing badly and you don't want 
him to have it?” 
“ Well, m a’am ,” the queen’s 
friend is reported to have re­ 
plied, “ I try to reason with him 
and dissuade him and some­ 
times we reach a compromise.” 
To this Her Britannic Majes­ 
ty is said to have retorted: 
“ Oh, that’s not my method. I 
tell Philip he shall have it, and 
then make sure he doesn’t get 
it.” 
But, 
according 
to 
persons 
close to the British throne, there 
is 
overwhelming 
evidence 
to 
suggest that Prince Philip rules 
the British royal home as sure­ 
ly as Bernhard does the one in 
Holland. 
For instance: 
—The queen opposed Prince 
Philip flying. He flew. 
—The queen was against Phil­ 
ip landing helicopters on the 
lawn at Buckingham Palace. He 
landed them. 
—The queen was not entirely 


in agreem ent with overhauling 
palace protocol. It was over­ 
hauled. 
—The queen was opposed to 
Prince Charles going to Gordon- 
stoun, the tough Scottish public 
school. Charles went to Gordon- 
stoun. 
Then there was the time the 
queen appeared before a royal 
party wearing a dress of her 
own choosing. In the hearing of 
several persons, Philip took a 
look at the frock, frowned and 
said .rather 
sharply: 
“You’re 
not going to wear THAT, are 
you?” 
“ No 
dear,” 
answered 
the 
queen, and went and changed 
the dress. 
So, it appears Philip is follow­ 
ing his friend Bernhard’s 
ad­ 
vice.

Over Bankers

An idea fostered two years 
ago in the mind of Walnut Twp. 
farm er Don Collins will become 
a reality Saturday with t h e 
opening of Upper Lansdowne 
Golf Links. 
The opening culminates 
a 
year of concentrated work by 
Collins. But is only the be­ 
ginning of the County’s first 
semi-public golf course. 
The greens already show the 
fruits of Collins’ efforts. B u t 
the fairways on the nine-hole 
layout do not have a well es­ 
tablished turf as yet. 
When the course was seeded 
last summer, the county was in 
the midst of its most serious 
drought in years. The dry spell 
extended through the winter. 
* * * 
TORRENTIAL 
rains washed 
a myriad of small gullies in 
fairways this spring. 
However, Collins is filling the 
gullies and the turf is beginning 
to become established there. 
Rick Spires, who will be the 
playing pro at the course, has 
been of invaluable assistance to 
Collins throughout construction 
of the course. 
At his suggestions, the new 
golf course owner has added 
a n u m b e r of refinement to 
the original design laid out by 
Jack Kidwell, Columbus golf 
course architect. 
Last Friday, Spires and his 
wife Sue played the first offi­ 
cial rounds. Both are enthusias­ 
tic golfers and feel the public 
links will be a welcome addition 
to the community. 
Sue’s score was a 56, which 
included a 
lost ball penalty. 
Rick carded a 38-42. It was the 
first time he had played the 
course. 
The course is a 3,249 yard, 
par 36. For the women, it is 
2,809 yards long and is a par* 
37. 
One of the refinements sug­ 
gested by Spires, which C o 1- 
lins has added, are the ladies 
tees on the longer holes. 
And Sue was quick to point 
out this addition will be a boom 
to most lady golfers. It not only 
tends to put the women on 
a 
more even level with the men, 
but also speeds up their game 
as well, she pointed out. 
* * • 
FOR THE first three years, 
the course will play differently, 
according to Spires. During this 
time the turf on the fairways 
will become better established. 


Small spruce trees which now 
line parts of the fairways, will 
present more of a hazard as 
they mature. 
The roomy greens will tend to 
speed up play. But the average 
golfer will have a lot of three- 
putt holes Spires believes. 
Collins and his pro are en­ 
thusiastic 
on 
the way 
the 
course is laid out. The first 
two holes g i v e the average 
golfer a chance to get ahead 
of the game. The No. I is a 
par five, 513-yard hole for the 
men. It is 428 yards for the 
women. 
A good drive from the tee on 
No. I gives the golfer a good 
downhill lie toward the hole. 
The No. 2 has a ditch about 
200 yards from the men’s tee. 
But if it is cleared on the tee 
shot, the golfer is once again 
in a good playing position. For 
the men it’s a 353-yard hole and 
for the ladies 298. 
* * * 
THE THIRD and fourth holes 
are par fours, as is the second. 
The course becomes increasing­ 
ly difficult. 
The No. 5 will present the 
golfer the best chance for a hole- 
in-one. The par t h r e e hole is 
180 yards for the men and 170 
for the women. 
From four through eight, its 
pretty much “dog eat dog,” ac­ 
cording to Spires. 
The long 
ninth hole once again gives the 
golfer a chance to “ catch up.” 
Spires terms the No. 4 hole 
the toughest on the course. 
“It’s a wood and a long iron 
any day, and you have to hit 
all the way,” he stated. 
One of Rick’s favorite holes is 
No. 6. A well placed tee shot 
here puts the golfer just over 
the brow of a slight hill, looking 


down on the green w’hich is out­ 
lined by the pond. 
Actually the pond is not close 
enough to present 
a 
hazard 
here. But it will tempt the golf­ 
er not familiar with the course 
to be a little cautious. 
* * * 
AT THIS point Sue made a 
near pefect iron shot from the 
top of the hill to the green. 
However, she played a ball that 
someone else had lost in the 
rough just off the fairway. 
Rick found Sue’s own 
ball. 
“Any other husband would have 
stuck it in his pocket and kept 
his mouth shut,” was her lone 
comment. Her approach shot 
with her own ball was not quite 
as successful. 
Spires is quick to point out 
that the course can be made 
tough for tournament play. The 
long tees and large greens will 
enable Collins to add about 200 
yards to the course if he 
de­ 
sires. 
And anyone who can play 
here regularly will have all 
the shots the pro said. 
Sand traps, bunkers and pos­ 
sibly additional water hazards 
will be added where they are 
needed. 
Spires, available for individu­ 
al golf lessons, and Collins are 
currently planning a series of 
free golf clinics this summer. 
A large practice driving range 
will permit mass instruction. 
Times and dates for the clin­ 
ics, which will include separate 
classes for adults 
and 
begin­ 
ners, will be announced later.
